We believe, therefore, that if we 
depend on seedlings for fruit we must either be con- 
tent with inferior fruit or m .ke choice of those 
which are less hardy than the large majority pro- 
duced, or in other words, that a seedling peach tree 
which will produce as large and fin* a fruit as the 
Catharute or Old Mtron will be as liable to be win- 
ter-killed as those varieties. Indeed we should ex- 
pect buds taken from such a seedling and inserted 
in a common stock to be more hardy than the parent 
tree, just in proportion to the check it should receive 
by being dependent on the roots of a less vigorous 
kind.

Peaches More Hardy 
than the Fixe Bcduei> Kixds? — It has been a 
settled opinion for some years that seedling peaches 
as a general thing are more hardy than the budded 
kinds. Probably the difference was never so visi- 
ble as at the present season, when the seedling trees 
are covered with blooms, while the finer kinds, in 
some places, have not a tingle fruit bud. This ques- 
tion has I wen frequently discussed, and many per- 
sons recommend the growth of seedling trees ouly 
for the purpose of securing hardy growth. Will 
this secure the end in view, and does budding effect 
the tree in its ability to stand vicissitudes of cli- 
mate? It is well known that the tendency of seed- 
lings is to return to the original condition of the 
tree before it was modified by cultivation. If we 
plant the seed of a fine peach it may give us a still 
finer one. It is far more likely to produce an infe- 
rior one, and this rule is so general that men who 
have paid much attention to the growth of seed- 
lings, with a view to improvement of fruit, have 
discovered certain characteristics in the seedling, in 
the first season of its growth, by which they can 
determine the character of the fruit it will produce 
with |^Wnuch certainty that they only save those 
plants which possess the required characteristics 
ajid which promise to be valuable. All of these 
characteristics may be understood by but few, but 
the general marks of superiority are so evident that 
the merest tyro must have observed them, ana these 
marks throw some light upon the question at the 
beginning of this article. We say that the merest 
tyro could select from a bed of seedlings those most 
likely to produce good fruit, because all who have 
paid the least atteution to the matter have observed 
that a tree which produces vigorous blunt-ended 
twigs and large, broad leaves will produce larger 
an i better fruit than one with small, feeble shoots, 
small, thin leaves, and general delicacy of constitu- 
tion. 

This very indication of superior vigor may be the j 
cause of its lack of hardiness, aud most likely it is, 
because as the leaves are larger and more fleshy 
they can elaborate more sap, and are less liable to j 
have their functions stopped by the dry heat of sum- 
mer; consequently, they continue to grow later in 
the season. This growth is also rapid in proportion 
to the size of the leaf; hence the wood growth of 
these large vigorous trees is less matured at the . 
close of the growing season or the beginning of win- 
ter than the trees which with their thin small leaves 
hfcve made but little growth comparatively. It 
will readily be seen that in a severe winter like the 
past, the larger succulent growth, which character- 
izes the wood as well as the fruit of the best seed- , 
lings, would be most likely to suffer from the ex- 
treme cold. Now all the fine varieties of fruit we 
cultivate were once seedlings, and we have no ac- 
count of any change of the characteristics of the 
tree; on the contrary, a good description of any 
known fruit tree a century old is true of it at the 
presei^day. From these facta, then, Ave argue that 
buddfji' does not in the least affect the tree, ex- 
cept so far as the health and vigor of the stock may 
affect its longevity. The reason that our budded 
peaches are more tender than common seedlings is 
that they as seedlings were constitutionally more 
vigorous and consequently did not so completely

Later from Florida. — Skirmishes with the In- 
dians. — From the Tampa Peninsular of the 9th inst., 
we extract the following particulars of recent skir- 
mishes with the Indians in southern Florida: 

Two detachments, numbering in all about cwentv 
men, from companies B and E, 5th Infantry, under 
command of a non-commissioned officer, were left 
in charge of boats, stores, etc., at Palm Grove, 
while the main body of the troops that had been op- 
erating in that quarter were withdrawn. 

The nearest point from which water could be ob- 
tained being about three-quarters of a mile, the men 
were compelled to convey it in barrels. It had beeu 
customary for four men to carry the barrel, while 
-i\ others accompanied them as a guard. 

On the22d ult., while approaching the well, thev 
were cut off from the camp and fired on by a consid- 
erable number of Indians. Privates Siler, company 
B, and Springer, of company E, were killed; pri- 
vates Hauer, company E, severely, and Wolf, com- 
pany B, slightly wounded. Three of the remainder 
threw away their anus, while the rest made a good 
retreat. The camp was then fortified by a breast- 
work constructed of barrels. While this work was 
going on, the Indians showed themselves, and dared 
the soldiers to a fair fight. The soldiers went out, 
aud the Indians retired to a hair mock. The sava- 
ges were led by a negro, who was dressed in the 
full costume of a chief; he and several others 
could speak very good English, and were not very 
choice in the epithets they applied to the whites. 
Sixteen Indians were counted, and from the signs, 



it was supposed there were as many more. They 
whooped around the camp duriag the entire night, 
and retired on the morning of the 24th, on discover- 
ing the approach of Lieut. Hill with a detachment. 

The bodies of Siler and Springer were found and 
buried by Lieut. Hill. They were scalped, whipped, 
and indecently muiillated. 

In accordance with his instructions, Lieut. H. re- 
moved the 1 o.its and stores, and delivered them to 
the Quartermaster at Pavillion Key. 

On the 1st inst., Lieut. Johnson, with six men, 
met and attacked about 25 Indian*. After sustain- 
ing the loss or one man, he withdrew.

Which are the Best Roses? — By Robert Buist, 
Phil. — The above question is frequently proposed, 
and is much more concise than any reply that can 
l»e given. VVe would say that there are none su- 
premely beautiful, if they are not abundantly sup- 
plied with free soil, well incorporated with rich ma- 
terial, such as decayed leaves, old decayed manure 
from the piggery or Urnyard; or where there is a 
deficiency of these, rich water, twice a week, must 
be applied. "What is rich water?" There arises 
another question. If you will not consider me too 
tedious, I will give you in detail how it is manufac- 
ed. I have a half cask, containing about 30 gallons 
of water, into which I put ti tbs. of guano, half a 
bushel of horse droppings, or a peck of chicken 
manure; either of these, just as convenience sug- 
gests. I allow the portion selected to remain in the 
tub 24 hours, when it is stirred up, and from which 
I give my select plants a copious watering twice a 
week from May until the middle of June. The soil 
round the plants must be frequently stirred, and 
kept clean, and properly cared for, neatly tied up, 
and, when in bloom, shaded from sunshine. Such 
is the treatment bestowed on the finer and rarer 
sorts. 

We are confident that there are 700 varieties cul- 
tivated in the I'nited States, and we are also confi- 
dent that 100 would embrace every color among 
them, placing entirely iu the shade many of the so 
called new sorts. Permit me to hand you for pub- 
lication a few from each section of the perpetual or 
semi-perpetual blooming verieties.

It is not too late to put in pumpkin 
seeds, as the plants require heat to 1 
well, and not much is gained, unless 
ed in hot-l>eds and transplanted, by ] 
the ground is well warmed. 

For feeding animals, the kind called the Yankee 
pumpkin, Connecticut pumpkin, &c, is best. It is 
hardy and productive. It will grow on almost any 
tolerably dry situation, yielding, of course, in pro- 
portion to the richness of the soil and the care in 
cultivation. It is common to plant it in cornfields, 
where it often flourishes to such a decree that after 
tLe corn is cut down the ground is thickly dotted 
with the golden fruit. It mav be asked if it does 
not injure the corn crop. Perhaps it does, but gen- 
erally the value of the pumpkin far overbalances 
this. If the pumpkin vines are so thick, however, 
as to deeply shade the ground before the corn is 
eared, the sun's ravs may thereby be too much in- 
tercepted to keep the earth in that state of warmth 
most favorable to the growth, and especially to the 
JiU-'ny of the corn. The pumpkins, therefore', should 
not be planted too thick. Aside from the effect they 
have on the com, the vines will bear better when 
they h*ve ample space for light and air. Some- 
times pumpkins are allowed ground bv themselves. 
In such cases, a piece of sward may be taken, any 
coarse, strawy manure plowed in, not verv deeply, 
and the seeds planted ten or twelve feet apart, leav- 
ing two plants in a hill, after tbey are well started, 
l hey will need but little attention except to keep 
the weeds down with the cultivator. The weeds 
near the plants must U: taken oat by hand. 

For feeding cows late in the fall and the forepart 
of winter, especially for the production of butter, 
no crop is so valuable in proportion to its cost as the 
pumpkin. It is also good in a raw state for fatten- 
ing cattle, and when cooked and its juice somewhat 
absorbed by meal, stirred in at the instant the cook- 
ing is done, it is excellent for fattening hogs. It 
may be used from the middle of October to the 
middle of December, but should be protected from 
frost. 

The term squash is more frequently applied, in 
this section, to varieties of this family which are 
chiefly used for culinary purposes. But who can 
define the exact difference between pumpkin and 

squash? 

We have several kinds of summer squashes, the 
best of which is the long warty variety. It is quite 
productive — is sometimes used for feeding cows and 
pigs— but its more common use is an accompaniment 
to meats at the dinner table, though in I' 
a skillful pastry-cook it make> a toll 
for pumpkin or winter-squash pie. 

Of the winter varieties of squashes, the New 
England marrow has held the preference. It is a 
hybrid produced several years since l>etween the 
Valparaiso and some kiud which we have never seen 
fully described. It has been a very profitable crop 
in the vicinity of Boston. Ten tons" to the acre is a 
good yield, though fifteen have !>een produced. They 
sell at wholesale, in autumn, at from $20 to $25 per 
ton, giving an income of $200 to $300 per acre. 
The crop lias, however, of late years, been regard- 
ed as rather uncertain, owing to the attacks of an 
insect called by the late Dr. Harris the squash-vine 
..Egeria. The fly deposits an egg, commonly near 
the root of the vine, from which a maggot soon pro- 
ceeds and bores its way into the pith, where it con- 
tinues to feed till fully" grown. The insect is some- 
times so numerous that many vines are destroyed by 
them. The vine of the marrow squash is verv soft 
and tender, and on this account affords the "worm 
more easy ingress, and is more subject to attack 
thin any other kind. 

A variety called the Marblehead squash, produced 
by Mr. Ephraim Brown, of Marblehead, and large- 
ly cultivated by him, appears to be very valuable. 
It is a cross between the marrow and some West In- 
dia variety, but it is now as well fixed in type as 
the marrow. It is larger than the marrow, yields 
more weight to the acre, keeps as well or better, 
and is almost equal in quality. Several cultivators 
of this kind have obtained as much per ton for it as 
was brought at the same time by the marrow. Some 
specimens tried in the family of the writer have 
proved verv fine. 

Another hybrid recently produced from the mar- 
row (we do not know the stock on the other side), 
is the Wilder squash. It was originated by Mr. 
Stetson, of Bridgwater, and named for Hon. M. P. 
Wilder. It has received a premium from the Mas- 
sachusetts Horticultural Society. In shape and size 
it considerably resembles the Marblehead squash. 
We have tried only one specimen, which was equal 
to any squash we ever tasted — thick-meated, fine- 
grained, very sweet, and dry.

The old-fashioned striped crook neck is still some- 
what cultivated. It is more hardy than most of the 
kinds of better quality, and with proper 1 
through winter and spring. It is however 1 
ed less profitable than mauv others. 

All the curcubita tribe have a great tendency to 
hybridize; and to preserve a variety in it. purity 
it is necessary to have it i,town at a distance from any 
other. How far intermixture might be effected in 
this wav is not posititivelv known, but we 1" 
notfeefsureof the purity of a variety if there 
others in bloom at the s 
mile. 

Of the value of the pumpkin and squ*»h as an 
article of human food we need not speak, for every 
true-born Yankee understands it. The fame of 
pumpkin-pies is wide spread. But it may be well 
to state, as a matter of historv, that since the intro- 
duction of the marrow (.quash and the kinds pro- 
duced from it, the most esteemed pumpkin-pies are 
made of squash. The Engiibh 1 >ugh at us for eating 
these articles^ and seem to think a taste for them 
must be acquired by being subjected to various in- 
fluences l>elonging to a rekideiice here. But we be- 
lieve that even the most inveterate prejudices have 
given way at once, when a good sample of the mar- 
row squash, properly prepared, has been fairly tried.

May 26. — This morning the Grand Jury closed its 
protracted labors by returning indictments fur mur- 
der against the following persons: Edward Ran- 
dolph, Win. Joyce, Lawrence Prince, Henry Jone*, 
P. W. Bibb, Richard Elston, Jeremiah Morris, 
Nicholas Bemar, Joseph Levi, Win. Garwin, Rob- 
ert Roberta, Trip Estis, J. F. Bell, and John Litzay. 
Edward Randolph is charged with producing the 
death of Bill, the slave of David Pendleton, by 
hanging; the remainder are indicted as accessories to 
the murder. 

The following report was presented to the Court 
by Henry Dent, Esq., foreman on the part of the 
Grand J ury : 

REPORT OF THE GRAND JURY OF JEFFER- 
SON COUNTY. 
Grasd Jcry Room, May 26, 1857. 
To the Hon. Wm. F. Bullock: 

Sib — In closing our investigations it has appeared 
not inappropriate to the memi>ers of this grand jury 
that we present for the consideration of ibis Hon. 
Court and the public a statement, which, though not 
intended to be a report of our proceedings, will fur- 
nish an indication of the impressions made upon our 
minds, through these investigations, in reference to 
those crimes and misdemeanors which it has been 
our dutv to inquire into. 

It has been remarked bv some of the oldest mem- 
bers of our body that never licfore had it fallen to 
their lot to examine into and determine upon a longer 
and darker catalogue of crimes against the majesty 
of law and the peace of society. Murders, some of 
them seemingly objectless and unprovoked — affrays 
resulting in death, arsons, roMieries, swindling, and 
other crimes and misdemeanors, ending in riot and 
bloodshed, make up the fearful list, which, day by 
day, it has been our painful duty to investigate. 

Each good citizen will doubtless ask himself — 
Whence this unprecedented increase of crime, and 
where the remedy? It is not for us to answer these 
questions. They demand, and imperatively de- 
mand, a solution from the aggregate wisdom and 
intelligence of the whole body of the people. 

It is much to be regretted that our labors have re- 
sulted so meagerly of tangible evidence in reference 
to the identification of those persons engaged iu the 
mob of Thursday, the 14th May. More than a week 
has l>een occupied by us in the patient investigation 



giurdi.ni h J ;•.«• live- all<l prujjcnv and eveu the 
t;ood name of the corj>oratii,n, we do not hc.-itate to 
say, that no danger should deter them fr<>ni endea- 
voring, first, to uphold the authority with which 
they are cloth-d tor the lieneiit of the pul-lic, and, 
in the second (dace, if forced to yield, in pMMNM 
an uuwearied search after the perpetrators of the 
outra-es, together with their aiders and abettors. 

God forbid that we should recommend the adop- 
tion of measures of extreme severity towards that 
misguided portion of the populace, which to a great 
degree in all cases make up the materials of the 
mob, where there is a reasonable probability that its 
dangerous elements can be dispersed through means 
of a milder nature. We are thoroughly convinced, 
however, that, when persuasion and menace are 
found to be ineffectual, a resort to summary meas- 
ures is absolutely indispensable, in order to preserve 
the verv existence of the social fabric. 
Our institutions are of such a nature as to require 
' at the hands of each citizen, not only an exact com- 
I pliance with the letter and the spirit of the law, but 
also a hearty co-operation on his part with the offi- 
cers who are charged with the duty of carrying out 
its mandates and decisions. If laws are badly ad- 
ministered, the remedy is not to be found in traitor- 
ously usurping to ourselves the right to correct what 
we may conceive to be tne terrors of those who are 
appointed, under the constitution, to be the dis- 
pensers of justice. Anarchy would as speedily fol- 
low upon such a course of action, as would the con- 
flagration the application of the incendiary's torch. 

Resolved, That the Foremau be requested to pre - 
sent this report to the Honorable Judge of the Cir- 
cuit Court as containing the sentiments of this 
Grand Jury in relation to their late investigations.

The Mim .ii'al Revolution in Nk.w York. — 
The New York limes of Siturd.iv gives the follow- 
ing account of the revolutionary and disorganizing 
state of allairs in that city. It says: 

The trouble* of our police rulers are as thick as 
ever. Mr. Matsell wa* not called upon yesterday 
by Mr. Carpenter to surrender his office and the ap- 
purtenances thereof to tl.e new police commi-siouers, 
but he will be requested to do so to-day. The new 
commissioners tried Messrs. Horrigan, Files, and 
Evans, of the Fifth ward police, for insubordination. 
None of them appeared, and all will to-day be dis- 
missed. The old commissioners met yesterday also, 
and peremptorily dismissed Captain Squires, of the 
Eleventh ward, appointing Lieut. Croft in his place. 
They made also some other appointments, promo- 
tions, and dismissals deemed requisite by the pecu- 
liar state of affairs. Ex-Capt. Maynard, of the 
Nineteenth ward, tendered yesterday to the new 
commissioners the voluntary assistance of from 150 
to 200 men, until such time as the present litigation 
concerning their powers should be finally settled. 

Tenders of buildings in the Eighteenth and Nine- 
teenth Wards, free of charge, were offered them — on 
the other hand the First Division of the New York 
Citizen Volunteers, some fifty officers, resolved to 
form themselves into a military organization to re- 
sist the enforcement of the offeusive laws and to 
sustain Mayor Wood. The resolutions passed at the 
meeting of" the Second Division on the evening pre- 
vious were fully indorsed. Matters were quiet in 
Brooklyn. But our corporation counselor, Busteed, 
in the Supreme Court, special term, tofore Judge 
Birdseye, moved for a inodiiication of the injunction 
granted at the instance of Richard S. Robens, some 
time ago, restraining the corporation from placing 
$10,000 at the disposal of Mayor Wood, to enable 
him to mist the laws recently passed by the L«gie- 
lat ure affecting the city and county of New York, 
as that the common council may exercise the pr©i>er 
power of a legislative body. The decision was re- 
served. 

It has been announced in seme of the papers with 
a good deal of flourish that some of the military 
companies of the city had declared their intention to 
stand by Mayor Wood in his resistance to the laws 
of the State." The rumor is a calumny upon these 
spirited and patriotic organizations. It grows out 
of the fact that a portion of the members of a target 
companv, called the Citizens' Corps, not recognized 
by the authorities, and forming no part of the mili- 
tary force of the State, had passed resolutions of this 
character. The regular military companies of the 
city are under thcorders of the Commander-in-Chief, 
the Governor of the State, and w ill sustain the law, 
if necessary hereafter, as they have done heretofore, 
against all who may attempt to nullify or over- 
throw it. '

We cannot refrain from expressing our opinion 
that the energy of those ofncials, whose duty it is to 
preserve the public peace, was not exerted in tbe in- 
cipience of the outbrtak with that degree of prompt- 
ness and foresight which should characterize the con- 
servators of public order, and which the occasion 
not less than our tinfortun.ite experience of similar 
manifestations within the past three years impera- 
tively required. 

We would not be understood as implying against 
the»e officials any willful dereliction of duty, but 
simply that they'exhibited a want of concert of ac- 
tion, and of forethought in not preparing for an 
emergency, when ample time was given them for 
auch preparation. 

From the mass of information before us, coming 
from a large number of witnesses, we cannot but 
conclude that a proper officer, at anv time between 
six and lialf after seven o'clock of the eveuing of 
the outbreak, could, by the simple force of authori- 
ty, have secured the services of a sufficient body of 
reliable citizens to protect the jail and the prisoners 
therein contained.

EXPEDITION FROM BAM FRANCISCO TO AIDOEN. 
WALK1.K-THE UTAH GoVEKNoKtjlUP-GENE- 
RAL NEWS. 

Washington, May 21, 1857. 

Private advices were received here from Califor- 
nia, by the last steamer, stating that the clipper- 
ship Ocean Bird had sailed from San Francisco for 
Sau Juan del Sr with 293 men, well officered, 
equipped, and provisioned, to aid Gen. Walker. 
Considerable excitement prevailed in San Francisco, 
and the Californians were determined to take forci- 
ble possession of the Nicaragua route, to insure the 
safety of travel and the transit of its treasure. 
Whether Walker is "wiped out" or not, they are 
determined that the Costa Bicans shall not hold pos- 
session of the right of way to their exclusion. I am 
informed that a similar movement is being made in 
our Southern States, and that a demonstration will 
also be made in New York. In a short [>eriod we 
may look consequently for important developments. 

General Ilerran, the Minister from New Grenada, 
a very distinguished and gallant officer, and who 
was a friend and companion of the celebrated Boli- 
var, expresses his opinion that our difficulties with 
his government will be amicably adjusted, and that 
no rupture will take place. 

No appointment has yet been made of a Governor 
to Utah. Major Benjamin McCuIloch, who is ex- 
pected to arrive here soon, may yet be prevailed on 
to accept. If he does not, it is proposed to give 
Gen. Harney both civil and military power to act as 
Governor until law and order is established in Utah. 

An interesting case to gentlemen seeking foreign 
appointments came np in the conrt of claims this 
morning, Mr. Ferdinand Cox, who was secretary 
of legation at Rio de Janeiro under Mini>ter 
Schenck during the administration of Gen. Taylor, 
sues the Government for additional compensation for 
acting as charge d'affaires during the absence of 
Mr. Schenck. The learned Solicitor opposed the 
claim on the ground tbat the act of Congress made 
no provision for any such case. But it is clear that 
Mr. Cox is entitled to extra pay, and, if I remem- 
ber right, Mr. Schenck received frnm last Congress 
an appropriation for extra services in making a trea- 
ty during this verv absence, and there is no reason 
why his secretary" of legation should not also re- 
ceive it.

Reported for the Evening Bulletin. 

Washington, May 25. 

Jonithan S. Jenkins, United States Consul at 
Navigator's I.-land, was arretted this morning m 
the steps of the State Dep.irtment, immediately af- 
ter his interview with Assistant Secretary Appleton. 
The warrant on which he was arrested was issued 
by Judge Goddard, on a charge of piracy, sworn to 
by Dr. Van Calupe, for seizing by force of arms and 
selling a large amount of property belonging to 
citizens of the United States, including the cargo of 
the ship Eudoras, in the harbor of Apia. It appears 
from papers tiled in the department, that, on his ar- 
rival there he formed a Court of Amiralty, styling 
himself Vice Commander, and appointed Associate 
Judges, Marshals, &c. The property alledged to 
have been sacrificed amounted to about $70,000, 
while that belonging to the V. P. Chapin & Co., and 
A. Van Camp was valued at over #100,000. 

Mr. Jenkins was committed to jail to await a re- 
quisition from the Governor of New York, where the 
case must be tried, he having first touched the soil 
of that State on his return to this countrv. 

The Postmaster General has allowed the claim of 
Capt. Buckman and Mr. Kellv, of $15,000 per an- 
num, for extra steamboat mail service from Apala- 
chicola to Bain bridge, Ga. 

Mr. Morse, the late special commissioner to Bogo- 
ta, has arrived here on business concerning his mis- 
sion. 

Harrisburo, Pa., May 26. 
An accident occurred to the train from Philadel- 
phia due here at 4 o'clock this mornimr, one mile 
west of Harrisburg. An axle of the fouj th car broke 
and the car was upset and dragged a short distance 
and shattered. Ten or twelve men were considera- 
bly cut and bruised. Holmes Norton, of Trenton, 
N. J., was seriously injured. A hand car was 
thrown oft' the track but not injured. The wounded 
were brought back to Kanaga's Hotel, where their 
wounds were dressed. Col. Benton was in a car and 
was bruised some, but proceeded on his journev. 
The train from Pittsburg was detained a couple of 
hours by the accident. 

New York, May 26. 
Information has been received of the death of the 
Hon. James Bell, U. S. Senator from New Hamp- 
shire, to-day. He has been in feeble health for the 
past year.

Affairs in Utah.— Hon. B. G. Ferris, formerly 
a U. S. officer of Utah, has an interesting letter in 
the N. Y. Times in regard to that Territory. After 
giving data from which he shows that the popula- 
tion can under no circumstances exceed 40,000 souls, 
he argues: 

The time has, I think, come when decisive mea- 
sures should l>c taken to remove this plague-spot 
from the map of the country. But how is this to be 
done? It is very easy to talk of desirable results, 
but not quite so easy to produce them. Some are 
for marching a large army into Utah and having n 
Mormon war outright. The true policy of the 
country toward them does not, in my judgment, 
require any such emergency. 1 do not believe the 
Mormons will ever assume an attitude of open re- 
sistance unless driven to it by the necessity of self- 
defence. The leaders are perfectly aware not only 
of the great power of the United States, but of the 
crushing weight of public opinion against them. If 
a military force be sent, and certainly one should 
be, instead of open resistance, they will resort to a 
warfare more congenial to their inclinations, such as 
seducing soldiers from their allegiance, secret assas- 
sination by poison, cutting off stragglers disguised 
as natives, and such other means of destruction as 
a direct influx from the infernal regions may sug- 
gest to their willing minds. It is all-important, 
therefore, that the officers and men sent there should 
be selected in reference to character rather than fwra- 
bers. A large force is not needed, but one rwpeifa. 
tie in all respects certainlj* i*. 

Many will doubtless insist that there is open re- 
bellion there now, and refer to the destruction «f the 
public books and records, the violent breaking up 
of the District Court, and other things of like na- 
ture. But in this they are mistaken. These acta of 
violence did no doubt occur, but at the hands of ir- 
responsible ruffians, whose acts Brigham Young will 
disavow, and every one of them will triumphantly prove 
an alibi if brought to trial. Already has Ferramorg 
Little, one of the saintly gang, undertaken to im- 
peach the statement of Judge Drummond. But let 
no one doubt the verity of the Judge's statement. 
I know he has correctly stated in regard to Little 
himself, who was Mayor or Marshal of the city 
while I was there, and about whose antecedents, 
rich of Mormon odor, I was well informed. 

There is a great mass of discontent in the Terri- 
tory, which, by prudent management, may be turned 
to good account. I assume this to be the case, be- 
cause I found it to be so iu 1853, and the same causes 
which operated then are in greater activity now. 
In reference to this, a careful selection of a Govern- 
or is a matter of great importance. 

I cannot forbear saying a few words about polyg- 
amy. I deem it unwise at present to make any di- 
rect effort to suppress this practice. It will be found 
verv difficult to do so, by the ordinary common law 
proceedings bv indictment and trial, because the 
juries will be composed wholly or in part of Mor- 
mons. Such efforts, attended with failure, would 
only increase the evil. On the other hand, it may 
be discouraged and finally extinguished by indirect 
means leaving the inhabitants in freedom on the 
subject. In the first place, every Mormon officer, 
from Brigham Young down, should be speedily re- 
moved. This will deprive them of much of the 
means "of supporting their harems. The three thou- 
sand and odd dollars which the head of the hierar- 
chy annually draws from the ; public treasury go a 
great way in furnishing the numerous Mrs. Youngs 

W In the next place, when females who are worth 
saving, and who are now entirely at the mercy of 
the Church, shall find themselves protected from its 
oppression by a competent Governor, backed up by 
« reasonable amount of the ultima ratio, it will, in 
my judgment, work a gradual and sure discourage- 
ment of the offensive practice.

AN ORDINANCE 
Regulating the collection cf citv taxes for the year 
ending March 9, 1858, prescribing the duties of 
collectors and fixing their compensation. 
Suction- L BeU ord'itned by the General Council 
of the City of Louisville, That each Collector charged 
with the collection of the city taxes shall receive aa 
compensation for his services one percent, on the 
first forty thousand dollars collected and paid over 
to the Treasurer by him, one and a quarter percent, 
on the next thirty thousand, aud two per cent, on 
the residue, but the compensation of neither of said 
collectors shall in any event exceed fifteen hundred 
dollars. 

Sec. 2. Each Collector charged with the collection 
of the aforesaid taxes shall, on the 2od day of July, 
1857, pay into the City Treasury not less than one 
per cent, of the aggregate amount of said tax bills 
placed in his hands, aud not less than one per cent, 
of said aggregate amount on each succeeding Thurs- 
day in the month of July, and not less than two per 
cent, of said aggregate amount on each Thursday 
during the mouth of August, and not less than two 
and one-fifth per cant, on each Thursday during the. 
month of September, and not less than three per 
cent, of said aggregate amount on each Thursday 
during the month of Octolier, Novemi>er, and De- 
cember, and not less than four per cent, of said ag- 
gregate amount on each Thursday during the months 
of January, February, and March up to and inclu- 
ding the 9th day of said last named month. Each 
collector, at each of the periods above designated, 
shall pay iuto the Treasury the entire amount then 
collected by him whether the sum so collected by 
him is greater or less than the amount above re- 
quired to be paid by him. 

Sec. 3. Should either of the collectors fail to pay 
into the Treasury the taxes placed iu his hands for 
collection, first deducting his commissions, errors in 
tax bills, and delinquent list, as required by the 
General Council, at the times and in the sums re- 
quired by the second section of this ordinance, there 
shall be deducted from his compensation or commis- 
sions two per cent, upon all sums not paid as re- 
quired, and all settlements made with him shall be 
made according to the provisions of this section. 

Sec. 4. Each of said collectors shall at all times 
when required to do so by the General Council sub- 
mit to the Mayor for examination bis books and the 
state of his collections. 

Sec. 5. Should either of said collectors be removed 
from office or resign or otherwise vacate his office, be 
shall forthwith return to the Mayor all uncollected 
tax bills in his hands. 

Sec. 6. Neither of said collectors shall receive 
anything in payment of taxes except such money 
as is received on general deposit by the banks of 
the city of I>ouisville. 

Sec. 7. The Collectors shall have power at any 
time after the tax bills are listed with them for col- 
lection to levy ou and sell the personal property or 
slaves, if any such can be found in the city of Louis- 
ville, Itelonging to the persons owing the taxes or 
upon the personal property belonging to any tenant 
aud found in or upon the' premises, of any person 
owing the taxes; and if no personal property of 
either owner or tenant can be found in said city (hen 
the collectors shall levy on the lot and improvements 
and offer the same for sale at public auction, before 
the Court House door, between the hours of 10 
o'clock, A. M., and 3 o'clock, P. M.. of the day des- 
ignated in said advertisement, and after - tid levy is 
made, if the owner of the property las a non-resi- 
dent, the Collector shall if practicable ascertain his 
or her whereabouts, and send a written notice to 
said owner that he will make a sale on a given day 
unless all claims for taxes are liquidated prior there- 
to. 

Sec. 8. If the real property levied on by said 
Collectors tielongs to a resident of the city of Louis- 
ville or Jefferson county it shall be advertised in 
one of the daily newspapers printed in Louisville 
once a week for three successive weeks, and if it be- 
longs to a non-resident once a week for six succes- 
sive weeks l>efore the day of sale, and the CoUect- 
ors shall be allowed for advertising each lot, or lot 
and improvements, twenty-five cents, and for each 
sale twenty-five cents, and for each levy twentv-nve 
cents, which fees shall be added to and collected 
with said taxes. If the Collector shall levy on per- 
sonal property belonging to the owner of the real 
estate, or to his tenant, for his taxes, he shall ad- 
vertise the same daily for ten days in one of the 
daily newspapers printed in Louisville, and shall be 
allowed for each advertisement the sum of twenty- 
five cents, and for each sale the sum of twenty-five 
cents, together with the actual costs of printing, 
storage, d raying. &c., which fees and costs shaU be 
added to and collected with said tax bill; and shall 
within two weeks after the sale, whether real or per- 
sonal pronerty, report and return to the General 
Council a full and written account of his proceedings 
as directed bv the Tld section, article 6th, of the 
City Charter" 

Sec. 9. The tax herein provided to be collected 
shall be due and payable and collectable on the first 
day of June next.
